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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's arguments that the 
combination of Reuss in view of Richton fails to teach the claimed limitation. The examiner respectfully disagrees with the arguments 
presented by the applicant. Reuss clearly discloses a wireless receiver (Reuss discloses a patient monitoring device (Fig. 2) that 
communicates, using its telemetry module, with the central monitoring system) configured to receive information from a physical condition 
arrangement, a physical activity arrangement (vital signs indicate the physical condition and activity of a patient, i.e., body temperature, 
heart rate, blood pressure, etc.; Col. 13, lines 41-49 and Col. 15, line 61 through Col. 16, line 15) and a task monitoring arrangement 
(Reuss discloses the central station having an Event Review Manager (Fig. 4, element 54) for monitoring events that occur at the patient 
monitoring device; Col. 8, line 52 through Col. 9, line 38); an alarm/display part configured to display messages or alerts to the user 
(Reuss: Col. 1 1 , lines 27-35 and Col. 15, lines 28-40); and a control unit configured to make context-based decisions to convey pieces of 
information to the user based on the received information to guide the actions of the user of the reminder (central monitoring system 
transmit a message indicative of a medical alert, wherein if the user of the remote device receives the medical alert it will act accordingly 
so that further damages to health can be prevented; Reuss: Col. 15, line 61 through Col. 16, line 15). Furthermore, Richton clearly 
discloses that the context-based decision is based on at least factors including importance of a piece of information and location of the 
user so that the pieces of information are received by the user at suitable times and locations (providing information based on schedule 
and location; Richton: Col. 5, line 65 through Col. 6, line 16). Therefore, the office action mailed on 6/12/2007 stands.
